Nicaragua Project Cited. England's 
Blmetallists 
Do 
Not 
Agree. 


NEW 
YORK, 
November 
21. 
The 
New York Sun will announce 
edito- 
rially tomorrow, 
on 
what it claims 
is 
conclusive 
authority, 
that Japan 
has given ample evidence to this Gov- 
ernment 
that it has 
no 
designs 
on 
the Nicaragua 
canal. 
An 
interview 
between Toru 
Hoshi, 
while Minister 
of Japan 
at Washington, 
with 
Mr. 
Rodriguez, 
representative 
of 
the 
Greater Republic of Central America, 
plainly-- showed the determination 
of 
Japan 
to 
maintain 
cordial 
relations 
with the United States and to reject 
any overtures, the(acceptance of which 
might tend to place her in an unfriend- 
ly attitude toward this country. 
The Sun editorially 
gives details of 
the meeting 
of these Ministers. 
Min- 
ister Rodriguez, It says, proposed that 
Japan 
should guarantee 
to Nicaragua 
sovereignty over the canal as well as 
its neutrality when open to commerce. 
This proposal was referred 
to the 
To- 
kyo Government, 
which rejected the 
special guarantee oiler, but said it had 
no objection to joining other maritime 
nations having relations 
with 
Nicaragua 
in 
"all 
reasonable 
and 
proper 
measures 
for the preservation 
of the 
neutrality of the canal." 
"If this" says the Sun, "had 
been 
the only message received at the time 
from Tokyo it might 
have been 
that Japan was willing to com- 
bine with England 
and other Euro- 
pean nations 
in a joint guarantee 
of 
the neutrality of the 
canal, 
instead 
of deferring 
to the known 
wish 
of 
the United States that the waterway 
should be under the special and 
sole 
guarantee 
of this country. 
As a mat- 
ter 
of fact, however, 
simultaneously 
with the dispatch of instructions 
con- 
cerning the reply to be made to 
Ro- 
driguez. Hoshi was directed to commu- 
nicate with our Secretary 
of State for 
the purpose 
of ascertaining 
whether 
participation 
in such a general 
guar- 
antee would be agreeable 
to the Gov- 
ernment 
of the United 
States. 
This 
Hoshi immediately 
did, explicitly and 
frankly. 
"There 
the matter rests, Rodriguez 
having 
gone 
home, 
and 
meanwhile 
even the commercial treaty projeoted 
between Japan and the Greater Repub- 
lic of Central American remains incom- 
pleted. For purely commercial reasons 
Japan, not unnaturally, 
desires to 
ob- 
tain such a treaty, but she has 
con- 
vinced our State Department that she 
has no intention 
of participating 
in 
any undertaking 
even remotely or 
in- 
directly hostile to the interests 
of the 
United 
States 
in Nicaragua 
or 
else- 
where."

DISCRIMINATING 
CLAUSE. 


It Will Probably 
Soon 
Get Into the 
Courts. 
WASHINGTON, November 22. 
It is 
not improbable that the questions 
in- 
volved 
in discriminating 
section 22 of 
the new tariff act will be brought 
to 
the courts for final determination. 
Information 
has reached the Treas- 
ury Department that during the pen- 
dency of the question before the 
Atto- 


rney-General 
the 
Collectors at' a 


number 
of ports assessed the 10 per 
cent, 
discriminating 
duty 
on transit 
goods from 
Canada 
under 
Consular 
seal as well as upon goods produced 
in Canada. 
One of these Invoices, .it Is 
understood, 
was 
for 
a 
considerable 
quantity 
of china 
which 
arrived 
at 
Sault Ste Marie, Mich., 
from Dresden 
under Consular seal. 
An appeal in this case, It is said, 
already has been taken to the Board 
of General Appraisers at New York. 
This 
Board, 
under 
the law, is not 
bound by the opinions of the Attorney-Gener- al 
or those 
of the Secretary 
of 
the Treasury, 
the courts alone having 
authority to review 
its findings. 
In 
case of a decision by the Board assess- 
ing the discriminating 
duty it is 
al- 
most certain that the importers 
will 
take an Appeal, 
but should they fall 
to do so it 
is-n- 
likely that the Gov- 
ernment would take such action. 
The 
question, therefore, 
whether the case 
will go to the courts depends upon the 
decision of the Board of General

Secretary 
Bliss Tenders 
Ills Annual 
Ronnt-- 
V 
WASHINGTON, November 
18, 
Se- 
cretary of the Interior Bliss, in his an- 
nual report, made public tonight, 
sub- 
mits 
estimates 
aggregating 
$156,532,-41- 9 
for appropriations 
by Congress for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1899. 
Discussing pensions, he says 200,000 
pension claims are awaiting 
adjudica- 
tion, and it is estimated that 40 or 50 
per cent, of these will be finally admit- 
ted. 
If they are rapidly 
adjudicated 
they will swell the pension roll from 
$5,000,000 
to 
$7,000,000. 
When, 
how- 
ever, these claims are adjudicated and 
the first payments 
made thereon 
the 
afount 
of 
the 
pension 
roll will ..de- 
crease very rapidly, possibly to 
$125,-000,0- 
or $130,000,000 
the first year. 
Work on the Nicaragua canal is still 
suspended, and the company 
reports 
liabilities 
consisting 
of the 
amounts 
still due under the concessions to the 
company of $6,705,000 
of bonds and not 
exceeding $100 
cash 
liabilities 
out- 
standing 
unpaid; 
assets, 'unused 
capi- 
tal stqck, ?518,500 first mortgage bonds 
and the 2,420 shares of capital stock re- 
ceived 
in liquidation, the concessions, 
rights, 
privileges, 
franchises, 
etc, 
which it now owns, plant, 'equipments, 
lands, railway supplies and other prop- 
erty in Central America, including the 
lands between, the lake and the Pacific.

Cubans Will Accept Nothing Short of 
Independence. 
NEW YORK, November 26. 
The Cu- 
ban Assembly, which met recently at 
Camaguay to remodel the constitution 
and elect a new President, 
issued a 
manifesto, which reached the office Df 
the Cuban junta in this city today. The 
document is dated October 30, 1897, and 
is signed by Domingo Mendez 
Capote, 
as president of the Assembly. 
The manifesto is addressed 
by "the 
representatives 
of the Cuban people to 
all those who have the independence 
and future welfare of Cuba at heart." 
The document says that the Assembly, 
before adjourning, deemed it Its duty to 
proclaim, among other things, that: 
"No special laws, no special reform 
or autonomy, 
nothing 
in short, that 
the Spanish Government may be will- 
ing to grant that means Spanish 
sov- 
ereignity over Cuba shall be accepted 
by the Cubans as a settlement 
of the 
war. 
"Independence 
or death is and shall 
be the unalterable and sacred motto of 
the Cubans. 
"The Cubans have not resorted 
to 
arms in order to obtain political meas- 
ures which do not, once and for all, 
solve the Cuban question. 
That Is the 
reason we will accept nothing short of 
absolute 
independence. 
"It is our purpose to constitute an in- 
dependent 
state, 
orderly, 
prosperous 
and happy, over the ruins of a worn-o- 
ut 
colony. We are firmly determined 
to carry on the war until victory jor 
death crowns our efforts." "

Insurrectionists Under the Very Gates 
or City. 
NEW YORK, November 24. 
A cable 
to the Herald from Havana says: 
On 
Sunday morning, for the first time in 
the history 
of the Cuban war, rebel 
bullets sought the Palace in Havana. 
The 
shots 
came from 
Casa Blanca, 
600 yards across the entrance 
to the 
harbor, 
and, while nobody was hurt, 
the palace, with Its electric lights, was 
a shining mark and must have beqn 
hit. 
The Spanish authorities 
attempt 
to make light of the affair, but at the 
same time a reporter 
for La Lucha, 
who wrote up and attempted to publish 
the facts in the case was arrested, and 
is still incommunicado. 
An attack on Casa Blanca was made 
by 
Brigadier-Gener- al 
Rafael 
de 
Car- 
denas and fifty rebels. 
They entered 
the town 
shortly before midnight 
on 
horseback and at the end of four hours 
each man led out of town a horse he 
had appropriated 
laden with clothing, 
provisions, silver plate and considera- 
ble money. 
Before they left they fired 
two volleys acfbss the narrow harbor 
entrance at the "palace, then coolly 
re- 
tired 
to a friend's 
house inside 
the 
Spanish lines and took supper, previ- 
ously ordered. 
All this was under the 
guns of Cabanas and Morro.

Koua Lands Tu Be Leased 
The land suitable for coffee growing 
in the Ahupuaa of Keel, in Kona, 
be- 
longing to the Bishop Estate, has been 
divided up by Surveyor Wall into 115 
lots. 
These lots vary in size from 20 
to 98 acres. 
By vote of the Trustees, 
the Hawalians 
living on the land and 
formerly leasing it as hui, or partner- 
ship, have had assigned to them, 
ac- 
cording to their individual 
choice, 57 
of these lots. 
These leases date from 
January 1, 1898, and run for 21 years, 
(the longest limit of time allowed by 
the Government on Its leases of land), 
at rentals varying 
from $1 to $5 per 
acre, according to fertility of soil, and 
number of coffee trees now growing on 
the different lots. 
The leases of the 
remainder 
of the land, in lots varying 
in size as shown on Mr. Wall's map, 
will be disposed of at public auction, so 
that the leases can be dated and pos 
session given February. 1.

This metal tower 
will be forty feet high and when the 
light Is capped upon it the rays will 
be sent out from an elevation 
of 160 
feet above the level of the sea. 
This, 
light can be seen without any trouble 
at all for 20 miles. 
The lens for the new tower has been, 
ordered from Paris. 
It will be here 
In a few weeks. 
The classification is 
of the "third order." 
The main lens 
will have a diameter 
of three feet It 
is called

light."

red "sectors." 
These latter have great value as part 
of the equipment 
The red lights will 
come Into view so soon as a ship Is 
dangerously near the reef.

Peter- 
son, the Diamond Head lookout will be 
able to take care of the light as well 
as to continue

IS A MODEL TOWN 


New Plan for a Tenement 
House Business. 


Thirty-eig- ht 
Cottages AH Occupied, 
Artesian 
Water 
Affords 
a 
Study In Sociology. 


Mr. Frank Hustace, the well known 
kamaaina and business man, is not a 
student of any branch of the sociologi- 
cal problem, so far as he knows or will 
say. 
But 
he 
owns 
more 
tenement 
houses than any other citizen of Ha- 
waii and gets along very nicely with 
all his people. 
They pay their rent 
promptly. 
Of 
complaint 
there 
is 
scarcely any. 
The occupants 
of the 
cottages seem to feel that they have 
homes of their own. At least they take 
an uncommon interest in the houses 
and the grounds. 
The rental property which has excit- 
ed a good deal of interest and comment 
for nearly a year past, is located on 
South street and Hustace avenue, the 
latter thoroughfare 
leading to 
Cyclo-me- 
re 
park. 
At one time the land 
be- 
longed to Frank Hustace and Mr. Rob- 
ertson. 
The latter sold out to the 
former. 
Mr. 
Hustace 
was 
several 
times, more particularly 
within a few 
months, offered a handsome price for 
his holding, but refuses to part with it 
There are at present 
3S cottages, all 
of which are occupied. 
"If we get an- 
nexation," said Mr. Hustace yesterday, 
"I will build 10 more cottages on South 
street 
They will be of a high class, 
better 
than 
several 
of the 
principal 
ones I own already." 
This is quite an 
annexation straw in its way. 
This Hr. Hustace is of the transfer 
company of Hustace & Company. 
The 
stables and yards of the company are 
on the estate at South and the avenue. 
One of the controlling ideas at the time 
the cottages were built, was that they 
would 
be rented by employes of the 
company, who would like to be near 
their work. 
Of course some of the men 
have permanent homes in town. These 
were not expected to move. 
It was a 
surprise to Hr. Hustace that when the 
first dozen of houses were ready for 
use, not more than three or four of the 
companj's 
men cared to take 
them. 
The owner then instructed 
his agent 
that applicants Ihould have preference 
in the order of their appearance. 
In a 
very few days all of the houses were 
taken. Then some of the workmen had 
changed their minds. 
Eleven 
more 
houses were built, and after that 
15 
more. All are occupied. 
The commun- 
ity is not entirely settled yet, but the 
indications are that a model village is 
being established. 
The sanitation 
is 
of the very best Each cottage has a 
bath room and outhouses. 
The lots 
are not large, but they are being im- 
proved by the tenants. 
The rents are 
low and are collected without any trou- 
ble at all. 
Mr. Hustace says he has 
read of Pullman and other remakable 
towns owned by one man. 
He has no 
desire to experiment, 
he says, but is 
simply engaged in a plain business un- 
dertaking. 
He has gone about the en- 
terprise 
in a systematic 
and careful 
manner and will introduce new 
feat- 
ures as they seem 
to be required by 
conditions. 
All water for the place is 
from an artesian 
well and every house 
has its pipe and every yard its tap. The 
gardening 
instinct 
is trong, 
down 
in 
that neighborhood, and little plots have 
been laid out and are receiving atten- 
tion. 
Some of the students 
around 
town 
and of course any number of the busi- 
ness men are watching closely this new 
wlhSnrAl 
-e-ment district, because there is no

other like it 
They believe Mr. Hustace 
will he satisfied, but are free with com- 
ment of varied character. 
Some think 
the houses are too good, the rent too 
cheap, the water too expensive. 
Wa-

"Washington correspondent of the Her- 
ald is authority for the following: 
The desire of the British Government 
is that the United States shall 
author-te- e 
a British company to land a cable 
oe one of the Hawaiian 
Islands, this 
cable going to Canada and Australia. 
Such authorization 
is opposed by the 
Tench Government, on the ground that 
the laying of a cable with British 
capi- 
tal would place Great Britain 
in con- 
trol of a telegraph 
system 
reaching 
around the entire world, and, in the ev 
ent of a war, before a message could be 
transmitted the British 
Government's 
consent would have to be obtained. 
In case Great Britain were engaged 
in hostilities, a diplomat pointed out, it 
would be 
practically 
impossible 
for 
France to send a message over any ca- 
ble which did not pass through British 
territory, except that which connects 
France and Cape Cod, Mass. 
31. Patenotre has made a representa- 
tion of the subject to Secretary 
Sher- 
man, 
who said he did not think it 
would make much difference. This Gov- 
ernment could use it, if it desired, and 
in case of necessity an opposition line 
could be established. 
The French 
officials, 
however, point 
out that In case of a war involving the 
"United States, 
the government 
would 
find 
itself 
handicapped, 
if the cable 
were under British 
control. 
Information 
has been received here 
that agents of the British company 
in- 
terested in the cable enterprise, and the 
Consul General of Great Britain in Ho- 
nolulu, are making 
a determined 
ef- 
fort to secure a recommendation 
from 
the Dole 
authorities 
to the 
United 
States that the British company be al- 
lowed to land a cable. 
Mr. Sewall, the 
diplomatic representative 
of this Gov- 
ernment to Hawaii, is wholly opposed 
to the granting of such permission, on 
the ground that such action would be 
prejudicial to the interests of his Gov- 
ernment. 
It Is impossible for the Dole 
authorities to give permission to lay a 
'gable on account of the 
reciprocity

J. Kennedy Tod, Rear Admiral John 
Irwin, United States Navy and James 
A. Scrimser. 
James 
A. Scrimser was 
elected vice president and acting treas- 
urer. 
The company announces that its pro- 
posed cable will connect San Francisco 
with the Hawaiian Islands near Hono- 
lulu. 
Extensions 
from the Hawaiian 
Islands will he made to Japan and Aus- 
tralia. It is further announced by the 
company that the surveys for the cable 
between the coast of California and the 
Hawaiian 
Islands are highly satisfac- 
tory and that arrangements 
are being 
made for the establishment of that sec- 
tion within IS months. 
Deep sea surveys in the southwestern 
Pacific show a remarkably even bottom 
much more favorable than the older 
chart indicated, many supposed shoals 
having been expunged from the admir- 
alty charts. 
The Pacific Cable Company will be 
independent of the Mexican Telegraph 
Company, the Central and South Am- 
erican Telegraph 
Company 
and 
the 
"Western Telegraph Company in its or- 
ganization, but it is stated that these 
organizations 
will have close business 
relations with it 
It wiil require over 9,000 miles of ca- 
ble to connect the United States with 
the Hawaiian 
Islands,

AUTONOMY 
DECREED. 


Spain Decides Upon Reforms For Tlie 
Cubans. 
MADRID, November 27. 
The Official 
Gazette 
publishes ' this 
(Saturday 
morning 
the royal 
decrees, granting 
automony to Cuba and Porto Rico, thus 
removing the anxiety that had begun to 
be expressed on all sides as tho result 
of the Government's reticence and 
un- 
explained delay. 
' Article 1 explains the principles 
of 
the future Governments of the two Isl- 
ands. 
Article 
2 decrees that the Govern- 
ment of each island shall be composed 


of an Insular Parliament, 
divided Into 
two chambers, while a Governor 
Ger-- 
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,eral, representing 
the home Govern- 
ment, shall exercise 
In its name the 
supreme authority. 
Article 3 declares that the faculty of 
making laws of colonial affairs rests 
with the Insular Chambers 
and the 
Governor General. 
Article 4 directs that the Insular re 
presentation shall be composed 
of two 
corporations 
with 
equal 
power, 
a 
Chamber 
of Representatives 
and 
a 
Council of Administration. 
Article 5 provides that the Council of 
Administration shall consist of 35 mem 
bers, of whom IS shall be elected and 
17 
nominated 
by 
the 
home 
Govern- 
ment 
Article 
C provides that the members 
of the Council 
of Administration 
must 
be Spaniards over 35 years of age, who 
were born on the island and who have 
resided there 
continuously 
for 
four 
years. It specifies 
numerous 
officials 
such as senators, presidents 
of courts 
and of chambers of commerce and the 
other bodies as eligible to election to 
the Council. 
Articles 
7 to 14, inclusive, deal with 
nominations and the conditions of elec- 
tion to Councils. 
Article 
15 empowers the throne 
or 
the Governor General to convoke, sus- 
pend or dissolve the chambers, with an 
obligation to 
them within 
three months. 
Marshal 
Blanco 
has cabled to the 
Cabinet an assurance that he will be 
the arbitrator in connection with the 
customs tariff and that the interests of 
the peninsula shall not suffer thereby. 
An excellent effect has been produc 
ed in political circles by the publica 
tion this morning in the Official Gazette 
of the two decrees extending 
to the 
Antilles the universal 
suffrage law of 
1S90, and applying 
also the laws 
In- 
scribed In the first chapter of the Span- 
ish constitution, 
with a guarantee 
of 
the application of the general laws. 


SENATOR 
WHITE AGAIN. 


Reiterates Ills Statements ou Hawaiian 
Annexation. 
NEW YORK, November 25. 
Stephen 
M. White, Senator from California, tele 
graphs the following to the Herald: "I 
am confident that less than 
two-thir-ds 
of the Senators really favor the 
Ha- 
waiian treaty. 
This does not mean it 
may not be ratified. There ought to be 
no politics 
involved, but the 
indica- 
tions are that the Republicans will be 
coecrced to support the measure, Votes 
favoring ratification 
will be given by 
some who do not believe In the pro- 
ject 
"Personally 
I antagonize 
the 
pro- 
gram. 
The Islands are useless for de- 
fensive purposes, useless from an econ- 
omic view, will contribute 
nothing 
to 
national morals or wealth, and will add 
an undesirable 
element to an already 
sufficiently burdened population. 
The 
Islanders are hostile to the treaty and 
annexation 
involves 
a 
disregard 
of 
their rights. 
We are offered a 
buc- 
caneer title only. 
"The cry that the sugar trust 
op- 
poses annexation 
is answered 
by the 
fact that about every sugar and other 
trust supporter 
who has a vote on the 
subject 
advocates 
annexation. 
The 
scheme is contrary to wisely establish- 
ed 
precedents 
and 
teachings 
of our 
fathers, who owned no Hawaiian plan- 
tations, and who are opposed to a po- 
licy that must eventuate 
in Immense 
naval and army expenditures and con- 
sequent onerous taxation." 


WORK 
ON, THE MESSAGE. 
President MoKInley Will Treat Largely 
ofTorelcn Relations. 
WASHINGTON, November 
26. 
The 
President has not finally completed his 
message to Congress. 
The matter is, 
however, in such shape that it can be 
put in form for the printer at a day's 
notice, but this notice has not yet been 
given and the Cabinet consumed most 
of the time of today's session, going 
over once more certain portions of the 
document 
One of these portions was the very 
first chapter of the message, treating of 
the foreign relations 
of our 
Govern- 
ment 
It is the intention of the Presi- 
dent to devote much attention in his 
message to the subject of trade 
rela- 
tions and reciprocity, so that there was 
some talk today respecting 
the posi- 
tions assumed by the great European 
sugar producing countries, that the lay- 
ing of a countervailing 
duty on sugar 
to offset the home paid bounty amounts 
to unjust discrimination. 
It is certain 
that the arrangement 
of the reciprocal 
agreements under the tariff law which 
Congress directed should be prepared 
as speedily as may be, is retarded 
by

bounty questions.

Prince Henry of Prussia To Command

Henry of Prussia, to assume command 
of the second German squadron on the 
coast of China, consisting of the Kal 
serin Augusta, the Deutschland and the 
Gefion, which three vessels will prob 
ably start for Kiaochau bay about 
De- 
cember 10th next, are officially 
con 
firmed. 
The German squadron at Kiaochau 


ay is commanded by Admit al D.edrlcn, 
and 
consists 
of the flagship 
Kaiser, 
with 644 men; the second-clas-s 
cruisers 
Irene and Princess Wllhelm, with 
233 
men each; 
third-cla- ss 
cruiser Aronca, 
having a crew of 267. 
The Kalserin 
Augusta is a 
first-cla- ss 
cruiser, carry 
ing a crew of 427 men; the Deutschland 
is a 
second-clas-s 
battleship, 
having a 
complement of 6S$ men, and the Geflon 
Is a second-clas-s 
cruiser, with a crew of 
312 men. 
Emperor William 
is 
credited 
with 
the inception of the proposed naval de 
monstration 
In Chinese waters. 
The 
suddenness of the appointment 
of Ad 
miral von Dledrich and Prince Henry 
is shown by the fact that only a week 
ago the Prince was appointed Inspector 
of the navy, a post In which he Is now 
replaced by Baron Bodenhausen, 
the 
commander of the imperial yacht 
No other German prince 
has ever had an active command so far 
from home. 
The two squadrons

consist of eight vessels and 3,500 men.

experience, 
hould consult these 
books. The teachers in the schools 
should inform the children of the 
upper classes, that if they desire 
to know how products are prepar- 
ed, they can readily get the in- 
formation 
from these books. 
It bas been our experience for 
many years, that men of an inven- 
tive turn of mind and men desir- 
ing to establish a new business, 
kxve often wasted years of time 
and large sums of money in mak- 
ing inventions or building up a 
manufacturing business, because 
of their ignorance of what had al- 
ready been tried before by other 
men without success.

We would like to 
say to those young men: "here is 
a chance to discharge your high 
est duties as citizens. 
" The study 
of it will bring you close to some 
of

perplexing questions in 
government. 
Few, if any, of the 
older men in the community 
are 
familiar with the subject. 
Prob- 
ably none of the members of the 
coming Legislative 
body 
could 
pass an examination in the princi- 
ples of economic taxation. 
The 
members of the Cabinet have 
lit- 
tle time to master the subject. 
At the same time, these men must 
make laws on this important sub- 
ject, 


is 
and they are liable to error, 
just as the last Legislature was in 
error, in enacting an income tax 
law. 
All of these men being busy is 
men, 
carrying 
many 
business 
Duruens, uo not nave uie oppor 
tunity for studv which vou have. 
Much of the best legislation and 
constitution making in America 
has 
been 
done 
bv 
Vlgl0r0S' 
thoughtful, studious men, hardly 
older than 
yourselves. 
But 
do 
not start out with theories. 
Do 
not come at once to conclusions. 
'Studv the facts. 
The library bas 
abundant literature 
on the sub 
ject. 
lteau among other things, 
David Ames Well's studies in tax 
ation, 
in 
the Popular 
Science 
Monthly. 
Bemember always that 
successful 
laws must meet with 
popular assent. 
That an excel- 
lent income tax law may be im- 
practicable if it is not adapted to 
present 
conditions. 
That 
the 
single tax 
project 
of 
Henry 
George is still above the heads of 
the people. That even absurd pre 
judices must be. recognized. That 
you may make a draft of a tax 
law, which scholars and philoso- 
phers may approve of. but it must 
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tion. and that one class 
in the 
community 
is 
quite willing to 
make another class pay the taxes. 
If, therefore you can furnish the 
Legislature with a draft of a well 
considered 
law, and with it. pre- 
sent good aud practical reasons 
for it, you may do a great 
ervice 
to your country. Your opportun- 
ity is an uncommonly 
good one 
for doing valuable work. 
Aside 
from this consideration, it will be 
to every one of you a true educa- 
tion in statesmanship, and in a 
measure cure one of the great de- 
fects in democratic government, 
the necessity of self government, 
without the education or train- 
ing in the way. and means of do- 
ing it well. 
And above all. come 
to 
no-hast-y 
conclusions, but when 
you have cautiously reached them 
and they are approved of by men 
of intelligence, who are willing to 
aid you. then as young citizens, 
make yourselves felt in the mat- 
ter.' 


KANSAS. 


The condition of the State of 
Kansas at the present time, gives 
one of the best illustration 
of the 
extremes in the evolution of Am- 
erican communities. 
Commencing 
the "Weeding' Statej and as the 
arena on which the first bloody con 
flict took place between the free 
and slave labor forces, before 1SG0, 
developed with such repidity that 
one year 110,000 emigrants set- 
tled on its lands. It was desolated 
with droughts in 1SG9 and 1S70, 
was prosperous m 1S72, was ahhet-e- d 
with the grasshopper plague in 
75, became enormously prosper 
ous in 1S7S, in 1SS6 was the field 
for a most extensive land boom, 
aud 'the farmers, with reckless 
ex- 
travagance, 
borrowed 
Eastern 
money, for which, they had no real 
use, and put their farms 
under 
mortgages 
amounting 
to 
over 
200,000.000. 
In 1SSS, the boom 
burst. 
Thousands of people aban- 
doned their 
farms 
and 
left 
the 
State, the owners disappeared and 
mortgages 
remained 
unpaid. 
many sections it was a scene of 
desolation. 
In central aud western 
Kansas, the people remaining were 
mainly 
those who could not get 
away, and during the last five years 
the misery, the want, the discor-- 


agements that prevailed have had' 
parallel in American history. 
But out of this tragedy in evolu 
tion, good has come. 
The 
dollar 
wheat" and the doubling up of the 
price of corn, has brought prosper 
ity to the people, beyond expecta- 
tion, and more than all, has given 
them hope and taught them a les 


son, which this generation will not 
forget. 
They have learned 
that 
the community 
will not prosper 
under 'Tjooms," that if money is 
borrowed, it must be repaid, and 
chat there is 
no 
royal 
road 
to 
wealth. 
The free silver policy is 
in abeyance. Dollar (gold) wheat" 
quite enough. 
The banks 
can- 
not lend their 
deposits 
and 
the 
farmer sees that there is no use for 
free silver, when the coin on hand 
more than enough. 
If another year 
brings 
cheap 
wheat, the farmers will see that the 
want of the silver currency is not 
the real trouble; that there is 
sonie-thim- r- 
behind it. and he will then 
ask what is 
the 
real 
difficulty. 
When he does this, and others fol- 


low him, the economic conditions 
of the United States will be better 
understood.

ter, admitted, 
but when played with 
skill had its dangers 
reduced to the 
minimum and any man who was able 
to contest on the gridiron and who had 
the nerve to get into the thick of a 
scrimmage was made the better man 
by the work. 
Study should not be sub- 
ordinated to athletics, but if the sports 
were properly 
managed

The Money to Be Applied 
is Not Very Much. 


Total 
Voted Was Small Planning 
for 
Fort-Stat- us 
Extension 
of 
Queen 
Beretanla Street. 


Captain 
King. Minister 
of the In 
terior, spoke freely yesterday of street 
widening and road improvement 
pro 
jects. 
First he wondered how it had 
been figured out that there was avail 
able the sum ot 1200,000 for the widen 
ing of Fort street. 
In its appropriation 
measures, 
the 
last Legislature granted from the Loan 
Fund a total of 515.000 for "road dam 
ages for all Islands." 
The only other 
money that could be applied in this 
direction 
at all was 
520,000 
for the 
same purpose from the current funds 
of such realization 
as taxes 
and 
li 
censes. 
There had never been a well defined 
plan for the widening of Fort till a 
petition was presented about the time 
the Love block was built. 
There could 
be no disregarding 
the petition, 
and 
such steps as were required to be taken 
by law were followed 
up without un 
necessary delay. 
The end, for a vari 
ety ot excellent reasons, 
is involved. 
The second is the unreasonable spirit 
in which a request for a few feet of 
frontage 
is met with by some of the 
property 
holders. 
Still, 
considerable 
has been done. 
Between King and 
Hotel 
consent 
has been obtained from proprietors 
on 
the Ewa side of Fort with the single 
exception of the Odd Fellows. 
Over- 
tures have been made in due season 
and it may be said that the transaction 
is "pending." 
The Waikiki 
side ot 
Fort between King and Hotel has not 
been 
touched 
yet. 
The authorities 
aver they are doing the best that can 
be done and this statement can scatce-ly,b-e 
denied 
or 
contradicted. 
The 
business- - is a thing of considerable 
magnitude. 
Exchanges 
have 
been 
made and money has been paid. There 
is very little, if any money left now. 
On Fort between Hotel and Bereta- 
nla there has been a settlement 
with 
quite a number of the owners. 
But to 
be dealt with yet there remains 
for 
one alone, the Catholic Mission. Their 
holding 
extends 
quite a distance on 
Fort street and is very valuable. 
Mr. Irwin was very accommodating 
in the matter ot the widening of 
Mili-la- 
ni 
street. 
He readily accepted a fair 
exchange for a strip of six feet on the 
Ewa side of the thoroughfare 
and the 
result is perhaps the best short street 
in the town. 
The Government 
took 
quite a piece off the Ewa side of the 
Judiciary 
building 
ground. 
The construction 
of Vineyard street 
has been expensive. 
There has been 
no real great single item, but many 
claims have been settled with money 
and an enormous amount of labor has 
been used, to say nothing of material 
and its production. 
Men who are making a study of the 
streets and 
roads of Honolulu 
want 
Fort 
widened 
above King 
and 
will 
make every effort to induce the next 
Legislature 
to furnish the means, in 
the interval 
continuing 
negotiations 
with property holders. 
It is frequently 
remarked as a great pity that Fort Is 
so narrow between Merchant and King 
that in time its lack of width 
must 
harm it very much as a business 
ave- 
nue; 
Below it is much better, widen- 
ing nicely to the Esplanade, after open- 
ing between 
Merchant 
and 
Queen. 
Queen street is to be much improved 
without delay. 
Work is now in pro- 
gress. 
Some frame buildings in front 
of the Honolulu Iron Works were sold 
yesterday and will be moved before the 
week is out. 
The street wil then be 
fixed up clear around to King and the 
new route 
along 
Kuuanu 
promised 
when the cholera was on will be com- 
pleted at last. 
Aside 
from 
plans 
for Fort street 
Captain 
King has a pet scheme for 
Beretania. 
He was almost 
afraid 
to 
talk of it, because advance talk on 
such plans has an effect on the size of 
claims.
